- 8. A system, comprising: 

a delay circuit configured to receive a standby signal from a power supply, wherein 
the delay circuit is configured to deliver a delayed standby signal a predetermined 
period of time after receiving the standby signal; 

a detection circuit configured to receive the delayed standby signal, wherein the 
detection circuit is configured to deliver a control signal for a power supply in 
response to receiving the delayed standby signal; and 

a stabilizer circuit configured to receive the standby signal and to receive the control 
signal, wherein the stabilizer circuit is further configured to provide the control signal 
to the power supply to ensure a stable transition during the receipt of the control 
signal by the power supply. - 

• Change dependency of claim 9 from claim 7 to claim 8.

After a telephone interview with Mr. Bains on 03/03/2004, the Examiner agrees 
with applicant's arguments regarding the claimed stabilizer circuit of claim 8 in view of 
the prior art of record.
